It is a comparatively objective report and contains e certain amount of 
substantiating material in the form of statistics and excerpts from official 
speeches.

B) Interzonal trade serves Bolshevization, This chapter explains how

armament industries in the Soviet Union and its satellite countries, how 
interzonal trade serves as a moans of aiding the Communist tarty in west

G) The Government of the German Federal Republic without plan and aim 
in regard to interzonal trade.
